CHAPTER  I. 

Further  Supplement  to  the  act  entitled  "An  act  constitut- 
ing district  courts  in  certain  cities  in  this  state,"  ap- 
proved March  ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-seven. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  every  district  court  now  District  courts  to 
established  under  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  a  supple- courtTofreSrd. 
ment,  and  under  the  supplements  thereto,  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  established,  shall  be  a  continuous  court  of 
record,  and  when  any  judge  thereof  shall  cease  holding 
his  oflSce,  every  suit  and  proceeding  pending  in  said 
court,  whether  originally  commenced  in  or  removed  to 
said  court,  shall  be  continued  and  proceeded  with  by  and 
before  the  succeeding  judge  thereof,  who  shall  also,  in 
any  suit  or  proceeding  which  may  have  been  previously 
removed  from  said  district  court  by  appeal  or  on  certio- 
rari, take  cognizance  thereof  and  proceed  therewith 
when  the  necessity  to  do  so  shall  occur ;  provided^  that  P«>vi$o. 
where  the  trial  of  any  case  has  been  commenced  and  not 
concluded,  or  if  concluded  the  case  has  not  been  decided 
previous  to  the  entry  by  such  successor  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office,  such  trial  shall  be  continued  and  concluded, 
and  judgment  in  such  case  shall  be  rendered  by  the  judge 
before  whom  said  trial  was  commenced  or  had,  and  his 
judgment  therein  shall  be  entered  as  an*  shall  be  the 
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Judgment  of  said  court,  unless  said  former  judge  by  and 
before  whom  the  trial  of  said  case  was  commenced  or  had 
shall  have  died,  or  become  incapacitated,  or  shall  have 
removed  from  the  city,  then  in  either  event,  the  said  case 
shall  be  tried  by  and  before  such  succeeding  judge,  as  if 
the  trial  of  it  had  not  been  previously  had  or  com- 
menced ;  and  the  jud^e  of  any  district  court  before  whom

lien  acquired  by  the  levy  under  said  execution,  or  until 
the  amount  of  the  judgment  on  which  said  execution 
was  issued  and  costs  and  interest  be  paid  in  full ;  and  in 
case  of  the  death  or  inability  to  act  of  an  officer  by  incascof  dcam, 
whom  'a  levy  has  been  made  by  virtue  of  any  execution  office^lSdilT^ 
issued  out  of  said  court,  upon  due  proof  thereof  to  the  ^^^^^gfj^^p^^. 
satisfaction  of  the  judge  of  said  court  and  of  the  amount  cccji  w>th  e«. 
which  remains  due  upon  said  execution,  the  said  judge  ^*°"' 
may  appoint  a  constable  to  proceed  with  and  execute  said 
execution,  and  such  constable  so  appointed  shall  have  the 
same  power  he  would  have  had,  and  shall,  in  all  thiuc^s 
then  yet  to  be  done,  proceed  after  such  appointment  in 
the  same  manner  he  would  have  proceeded  if  the  execu- 
tion had  been  oriainally  delivered  to  him,  and  he  had 
done  wliat  up  to  tlie  time  of  his  appointment  was  done 
by  the  officer  to  whom  said  execution  was  originally 
delivered,  but  so  that  such  officer  so  appointed  shall  not 
be  liable  for  any  default  or  error  of  the  officer  to  whom 
the  execution  was  originally  delivered. 

8.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  whenever  in  any  suit  for  the  Proceedings*  ir. 
dispossession  of  a  tenant  or  tenants,  upon  the  return  day  d?spolsessioi.  o: 
of  the  summons,  or  any  adjourned  day,  there  is  no 
appearance  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  tenant  named  therein, 
or  if  any  defendant  shall  appear,  but  make  no  defense, 
the  court  may,  if  it  appear  that  said  summons  has  been 
dnlv  issued  and  served,  hear  and  determine  the  cause

CHAPTER  IL 

A  Further  Supplement  to  "An  act  relative  to  sales  of 
land  under  a  public  statute,  or  by  virtue  of  any  legal  pro- 
ceeding "  [Revision],  approved  March  twenty-seventh, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy -four,  and  the 
supplement  thereto  approved  April  ninth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-five. 


1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  bj/  (he  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
Sales  of  land  not /Ae  State  of  Ncw  JcTsey^  That  no  sale  of  land  heretofore 
omfMuTnto**^    made,  shall  be  invalidated  by  reason  of  the  omission  to 
advertise.         pubUsh  thc  advcrtisement  of  such  sale  in  two  newspapers 
printed  and  published  in  the  county  in  which  guch  lands 
are  situate,  in  the  manner  required  by  the  acts  to  which 
this  is  a  further  supplement,  but  that  any  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers of  lands  at  such  sale,  who  shall  have  complied 
with  the  conditions  of  such  sale,  shall  be  entitled  to  have 
a  deed  for  the  lands  so  purchased,  notwithstanding  the 
sale  was  advertised  in  but  one  newspaper  of  the  county 
Proviso.  in  which  the  land  was  situated ;  provided,  that  where  the 

sale  has  been  made  by  direction  of  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  an  order  confirming  such  sale  shall  first  be 
made  by  said  court,  or  a  judge  thereof,  upon  it  appearing 
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to  the  satisfaction  of  said  court  or  judge  that  the  land  has 
been  sold  for  a  iair  price,  and  that  it  is  proper  in  such 
case  to  make  the  order,  and  a  deed  or  deeds  so  given 
shall  operate  to  transfer  the  title  to  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers as  fully  as  if  the  sale  had  been  advertised  in  two 
newspapers  of  the  county  where  the  lands  are  situated, 
in  the  manner,  and  as  required  by  the  acts  to  which  this 
is  a  further  supplement. 

2.  And  be  il  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately.

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assernbly  of 
the  State  of  Nov  Jersey ,  That  section  one  of  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement  be  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows:

CHAPTER  rV^ 

Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
purchase  of  the  tract  of  land  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  in 
the  county  of  Monmouth,  and  to  vacate  certain  street* 
and  to  take  and  extinguish  certain  easements  thereon 
and  therein,"  approved  April  twenty-fi^^»t,  one  thous- 
and eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  the  grand  army  of  the 
republic  of  this  state  shall  be  entitled  to  the  free  use  of 
the  encampment  grounds  upon  the  said  tract  of  land,  for 
an  annual  encampment  thereon,  at  such  times  as  they 
may  appoint  for  that  purpose,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  governor. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately.

CHAPTER  V. 

An  act  to  extend  the  time. for  the  completion  of  railroads 
whose  charters  shall  expire  by  limitation  during  tVie 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight, 
where  work  ha«  been  performed  on  said  railroads  or 
money  expended  thereon. 

1..  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
Time  for  com-  the  State  of  Nfw  Jersey,  That  whenever  the  time  limited 
f^^ej^eS^.  for  the  completion  of  any  railroad  authorized  to  be  con- 
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structed  within  this  state,  under  Any  special  or  general 
act  or  acts,  shall  expire  during  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  such  time  shall  be  and 
the  same  is  extended  for  a  further  period  of  two  years; 
provided^  hoicever^  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  unless  Proviso. 
money  has  been  actually  expended  in  surveys  or  locations 
of  route,  or  in  acquisition  of  right  of  way,  or  in  con- 
struction; and  provided  further^  that  this  act  shall  not  Proviso. 
apply  to  any  corporation  unless  such  corporation  shall 
first,  and  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  exercise  of  any 
power  granted  by  this  act,  file  in  the  oflice  of  the  secre- 
tary of  state  an  agreement,  to  be  approved  by  the 
governor  and  the  attorney-general,  waiving  all  rights  of 
exemption  from  taxation,  and  from  privileges  and  advan- 
tages arising  from  any  law  or  contract  (if  any  there  be) 
establishing  any  special  mode  of  taxation  of  any  such 
corporation,  and  the  further  agreement  to  be  bound  by 
any  general  law  of  this  state,  now  in  existence,  or  that 
may  hereafter  be  passed,  taxing  such  corporations  as  are 
now  authorized  to  be  taxed  by  the  legislature  of  the 
state  under  any  general  law ;  and  further  agreeing  that 
the  exercise  of  any  power  granted  by  this  act  shall  not 
in  any  way  affect  the  rights  of  the  state  (if  any  there 
exist)  to  take  the  property  of  such  corporation  under  any 
existing  law  of  the  state ;  and  further  agreeing  that  all 
laws  affecting  such  corporations  shall  be  subject  to  altera- 
tion or  repeal  by  the  legislature. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  be  deenied  a 
public  act  and  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  VI. 

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  punish- 
ment of  crimes  "  [Revision],  approved  March  twenty- 
seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
Penait^ormuu  (he  StoU  of  Ntw  Jersey.  That  if  any  officer,  clerk,  agent 

°*  *'*'*^'or  member  of  any  library  association  duly  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  or  any  other 
person  whatsoever,  shall  willfully  cut,  mark,  mutilate  or 
otherwise  injure  any  book,  volume,  map,  chart,  magazine, 
newspaper,  painting  or  engraving  belonging  to  or  deposited 
with  any  library  so  incorporated  as  aforesaid,  or  shall 
procure  such  injury  to  be  done  as  herein  stated,  every 
such  person  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  shall  be  liable  for  each  oftense  to  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court ;  provided^  however^  that  no  prosecution  shall  be 
maintained  under  this  act  unless  the  library  association 
so  complaining  shall  have  at  least  two  printed  copies  ot 
this  act  conspicuously  placed  upon  the  premises. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately.

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CHAPTER  VII. 

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  establish  a 
bureau  of  statistics  upon  the  subject  of  labor,  considered 
in  its  relation  to  the  growth  and  development  of  the 
state  industries." 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 

the  Slate  of  New  Jen^sey^  That  the  sum  of  four  thousand  Appropriation. 
dollars  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  current  ex- 
penses of  said  bureau. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  treasurer  of  this  state  is  Treasurer  to  pay 
hereby  authorized  to  pay,  from  any  money  not  otherwine 
appropriated,  the  sum  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of 

this  act. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately.

CHAPTER  Vni. 

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  incor- 
poration of  safe  deposit  and  trust  companies,"  approved 

April  twentieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
five. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey ,  That  in  addition  to  the  provisions  Authorized  to 
of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  the  powers  no*et"e\c^.'^^' 
and  authority  therein  and  thereby  given,  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  any  trust  company,  incorporated  or  organized 
under  said  act  or  any  special  law,  and  doing  busmess  in 
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Proviso. 


any  city  in  this  state  where  now  there  is  no  national  or 
state  bank  of  discount  and  deposit,  to  discount  bills,  notes 
and  other  evidences  of  debt,  to  buyand  sell  gold  and  silver 
bullion  and  foreign  coins  and  money,  and  to  buy  and  sell 
bills  of  exchange  and  commercial  paper  and  to  use  so 
much  of  their  capital,  deposits  and  funds  for  such  pur- 
poses as  their  respective  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
designate;  provided,  hoiaver,  that  the  assent  in  writing  be 
first  obtained  of  two-thirds  of  the  stockholders  of  sucli 
company  or  companies  as  may  decide  by  a  unanimous 
vote  of  its  or  their  board  of  directors  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  privileges  of  this  act.

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "A  supplement  to  an  act 
entitled  'An  act  fixing  the  compensation  of  certain  pub- 
lic oflicers  of  this  state,'"  which  supplement  was  ap- 
proved March  fourteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-nine. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  (he  Senate  and  General  AsseTnbly  of 
the  Stafe  of  New  Jersey,  That  section  one  of  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement  be  and  tlie  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  that  the  same  shall  read  as  follows: 

1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  Gtneral  Assembly  of 
the  Slafe  of  New  Jersey,  That  the  state  librarian  be  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized,  by  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
governor  of  this  state,  to  employ  such  assistants  as  may 
be  necessary  in  his  department;  provided,  that  the  annual 
cost  thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred 
dollars. 

2.  And,  be  it  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  take  eftect  im- 
mediately.

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CHAPTER  XI. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ''  Supplement  to  an  act 
entitled  'An  act  concerning  taxes/  approved  April  four- 
teenth, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six," 
which  said  supplemental  act  was  approved  April  six- 
teenth, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-six. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assimbly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  section  one  of  said  supple- Section 
mental  act,  approved  April  sixteenth,  one  thousand  eight  *"*"***'** 
hundred  and  eighty-six,  and  which  said  section  now  reads 
as  follows : 

"  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  S*ate  of  New  Jersey^  That  hereafter  there  shall  not  be  section 
assessed  upon  any  inhabitant  of  this  state  more  thaii  one*'"*"***'^'"'^'^***- 
poll  tax  in  any  one  j'ear,  except  in  districts  where  a  poll 
tax  is  levied  for  school  purposes,"  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  so  that  henceforth  the  said  section  shall 
read  as  follows,  to  wit : 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Nexo  Jersey,  That  hereafter  there  shall  not  be  Assessment  for 
assessed  upon  any  inhabitant  of  this  state  more  than  one^"^"'^' 
poll  tax  in  anv  one  year,  except  in  districts  where  a  poll 
tax  is  levied  lov  school  purposes,  which  said  tax  shall  be 
assessed  by  the  assessors  and  collected  by  the  collectors  of 
the  several  townships  of  this  state  respectively ;'  provided,  p„ 
however,  that  where  any  incorporated  city,  town  or  borough 
16  comprised  within  the  territorial  limits  of  any  township, 
and  the  governing  body  of  any  such  incorporated  city, 
town  or  borough  snail,  in  any  year  or  years,  pursuant  to 
its  charter  or  act  of  incorporation,  or  any  supplement 
thereto,  impose  a  poll  tax  upon  the  inhabitants  of  such 
city,  town  or  borough,  such  tax  shall,  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  such  city,  town  or  borough,  be  assessed  and  col- 
lected by  the  assessor  and  collector  of  such  incorporated 
city,  town  or  borough,  to  and  for  the  use  of  such  city, 
town  or  borough ;  and  no  other  poll  tax  (except  for  school 
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purposes)  shall,  in  any  such  year  or  years  as  aforesaid,  be 
assessed  upon  or  collected  from  the  inhabitants  of  any 
such  city,  town  or  borough  by  the  assessor  and  collector 
of  any  township  within  the  territorial  limits  of  which  any 
such  city,  town  or  borough  may  be  included. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately.

CHAPTER  XII. 

An  Act  to  facilitate  proceedings  in  the  prerogative  court. 

1.   Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
viceordinary  or  ihc  State  of  New  Jcrsey,  That  there  shall  be  a  vice-ordinary 
surrogate-gen.    ^^  vicc-surrogatc-general,  who  shall  be-a  counselor-at-law 
of  at  least  ten  years'  standing,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  ordinary  or  surrogate-general  from  among  the  vice- 
cliancellors  of  the  court  of  chancery,  and  commissioned 
by  the  governor  under  the  great  seal  of  the  state,  and 
who  shall  continue  in  office  auring  his  term  of  office  as 
vice-chancellor.

tions respecting  the  disbursing  of  such  appropriation,  or 
otherwise  relieving  the  poor,  as  in  their  judgment  will 
seem  a  prudent,  wise  and  economical  expenditure  of  such 
appropriation  and  afiFord  the  desired  aid  to  the  poor.

the  supplements  thereto ;  all  moneys  recovered  in  any 
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such  action  shall  be  paid  to  the  local  board  of  health  in 
whose  name  the  suit  may  have  been  brought,  for  the  uses 
of  such  board. 

16.  And  be  U  enacted^  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  that  this  act  shall  take 
effect  immediately.

the  ballots,  poll  lists,  tally  papers  and  oaths  and  affirma- 
tions deposited  in  the  ballot-box,  and  the  same  sealed  as 
now  required  by  law,  the  ballot-box  shall  be  immediately 
taken  in  charge  by  the  two  inspectors  of  election  of  the 
precinct,  and  by  them  forthwith  carried  to  the  office  of 
the  city  clerk  of  the  city  in  which  such  election  may  be 
held,  by  the  most  direct  route,  and  without  delay ;  and 
said  inspectors  shall  not  stop  at  any  place  between  the 
polls  and  the  city  clerk's  office;  the  clerk  of  any  city  in  oty  clerks  to 
which  the  election  shall  be  held,  shall  attend  at  his  said^fS^^S^^ 
office  on  election  day,  and  keep  his  office  open  from  the 
time  the  polls  shall  be  closed  until  all  the  ballot-boxes 
used  at  the  various  polls  in  said  city  at  such  election  shall 
have  been  delivered  at  his  office ;  and  he  shall  thereupon 
keep  such  boxes  containing  the  tickets  and  other  docu- 
ments, and  said  clerk  shall  not  open  nor  permit  to  be 
taken  or  opened,  any  ballot-box  deposited  as  aforesaid, 
for  the  space  of  three  months  after  the  same  has  been 
depositea  as  aforesaid,  except  when  he  shall  be  called 
upon  by  some  court  or  other  tribunal  authorized  to  try 
the  merits  of  such  election,  or  take  testimony  regarding

improvement  company,  beginning  at  a  stake  in  the  middle 
of  Sea  Girt  avenue,  which  stake  is  at  the  distance  of  four

An  Act  to  increase  the  powers  of  boards  of  commissioners. 

1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  in  all  towns  in  this  state  Boards  vested 
where  the  governing  power  has  been  committed  to  a  ^^^gr^"*''*^"*' 
board  of  commissioners  elected  annually  by  a  vote  of  the 
freeholders  of  such  town,  such  board  of  commissioners 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  powers  now  vested  by  law  in 
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them,  hereafter  have  the  power  to  pass,  alter,  amend  and 
repeal  ordinances  for  the  following  purposes : 

I.  To  prevent  and  suppress  breaches  of  the  peace  and 
disorderly  assemblages,  and  to  define  and  suppress  disor- 
derly houses  in  said  town ; 

H.  To  provide  for  a  board  of  health  to  act  in  case  of 
the  prevalence  of  epidemic  diseases ; 

ni.  To  abate  and  cause  the  removal  of  nuisances,  and, 
at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  occupant,  the  cleansing 
and  disinfection  of  premises  where  nuisances  are  main- 
tained detrimental  to  health ; 

IV^.  To  compel  the  owner  of  abutting  lands  to  pave  or 
flag  sidewalks,  and  upon  the  refusal  or  neglect  of  such 
(jwner  to  comply  with  such  ordinance,  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  such  owner,  said  boards  of 
commissioners  being  hereby  empowered  to  recover  such 
cost  or  expense  of  such  owner,  in  an  action  of  debt  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  ; 

V.  To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  abutting 
lands  to  keep  the  sidewalks  and  gutters  free  from  snow 
and  ice  and  other  impediments,  and  to  keep  the  said  side- 
walks in  a  safe,  convenient  and  passable  condition  at  all 
seasons ; 

VI.  To  regulate  and  j)revent  the  dumping  or  throwing 
of  waste  matter,  ashes  or  garbage  in  the  public  streets  or 
on  lands  belonging  to  or  under  control  of  the  public ; 

YII.  To  license  and  regulate  public  hacks,  carriages, 
carts,  trucks  and  other  vehicles  used  for  hire ; 

VIII.  To  license  and  regulate  peddlers,  hucksters  and 
other  street  venders,  and  all  circuses  or  other  shows  and 
exhibitions  whatsoever  proposed  to  be  performed  or  ex- 
hibited within  the  limits  of  said  town : 

TX.  To  establish,  regulate  and  control  a  day  and  night 
police,  and  to  regulate  and  define  the  manner  of  their 
appointment  and  removal,  their  duties  and  compensation ; 

X.  To  fix  the  penalty  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance 
authorized  by  this  act  or  other  acta  now  in  force  applica- 
ble to  the  powers  of  such  board  of  commissioners,  which 
may  be  passed  by  said  boards,  which  penalty  may  be 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  not  exceeding  ten  days, 
or  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  both ;  all  prosecu- 
tions for  the  violation  of  any  ordinances  so  authorized 
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shall  be  made  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  residing 
within  the  limits  of  said  town,  jurisdiction  being  hereby 
conferred. 

2.  Arui  be  it  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  be  deemed  a 
public  act,  and  take  effect  immediately.

articles,  two  copies  for  each  state,  which  are  contained 
in  the  following  words : 

An  agreement,  made  the  twelfth  day  of  October,  in  the  Articles  of 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven,*^"*"**"* 
between  Mayo  W.  Hazeltine,  Robert  Moore  and  Lieu-

C.  Bacot  and  A.  B.  Stoney,  commissioners  on  the  part  of 
the  state  of  New  Jersey :

Whereas,  The  said  Mayo  W.  Hazeltine,  Robert  Moore 
and  Lieutenant  G.  C.  Han  us,  U.  S.  N.,  were  duly  ap- 
pointed commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  said  act;  and 

Whereas,  By  an  act  of  legislature  of  the  state  of  New 
Jersey,  passed  April  twentieth,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty-six,  entitled  "  A  joint  resolution  author- 
izing^ the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  locate  and 
mark  out  the  boundary  Hue  between  the  state  of  New 
Jersey  and  the  state  of  New  York  in  Raritan  bay,"  the 
governor  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey  was  authorized  to 
appoint  three  commissioners,  with  power  on  the  part  of

York,  and  the  southeasterly  corner  of  the  brick  building 
on  the  lands  of  Cortlandt  L.  Parker,  at  the  intersection 
of  the  westerly  line  of  Water  street  with  the  northerly 
line  of  Lewis  street,  in  Perth  Amboy,  in  the  state  of  New 
Jersey ;

Second.  From  **  Great  Bede  li^ht-house  "  south,  sixty-

Fourth.  The  maps  accompanying  and  filed  with  this 
agreement,  showing  the  location  of  the  above-described 
boundary  line  between  the  state  of  New  York  and  the 
rtate  of  New  Jersey  in  Raritan  bay  to  the  main  sea,  and 
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the  mouumental  marlcB  by  which  it  id  marked  and  to  be 
marked,  dalj  authenticated  and  attested  bv  the  signatures 
of  the  said  commissionens,  and  placed  on  Me  in  the  offices 
of  the  secretaries  of  state  of  the  respective  states,  shall 
constitute  the  permanent  and  authentic  records  of  said 
boundary  line,  and  are  hereby  adopted  by  the  parties 
thereto  and  made  a  part  of  this  agreement.

16H  GENERAL  PUBLIC  LAWS. 


CHAPTER  CXXVIIL 

An  Act  to  authorize  and  enable  counties  in  this  state  to 
acquire  and  improve  lands  for  public  parks,  and  to 
maintain  and  regulate  the  same. 

Preai.bie         WiiBREAS,  In  dcuscly  populated  districts,  it  is  desirable 

in  the  interest  of  public  health  and  for  the  sjeneral  wel- 
fare that  public  parks  snould  be  establishecl  and  main- 
tained for  the  use  and  recreation  of  the  inhabitants ; 
therefore, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
When  lawful  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  when  two  hundred  or  more 
fb?Vub?^*park°P^'^®^^^^»  being  freeholders  and  owners  of  lands  in  any 
(bounty,  and  any  incorporated  company  or  companies  of 
this  stiite  owning  lands  in  such  county,  the  aggregate 
assessed  value  of  which  lands  so  owned  by  said  persons 
and  corporation  or  corporations  is  at  least  two  millions  of 
dollars,  shall  think  a  public  park  or  public  parks  in  such 
county  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  public  health, 
and  for  the  general  welfare,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
])ersons  to  make  application  in  writing  to  the  circuit  court 
of  the  said  county,  in  open  court,  having  given  previous 
notice  for  at  least  ten  days  of  such  intended  application, 
and  also  of  the  day  on  which  such  application  is  intended 
to  be  made,  under  the  hands  of  at  least  ten  of  said  appli- 
cantii,  and  set  up  at  five  public  places  in  such  county,  and 
also  published  in  at  least  two  newspapers  published  and 
Appointment  of  ^^i^^'ulatlng  iu  sucli  couuty,  and  the  said  court,  when  ap- 
parkcommis  plied  to  as  aforcsaid,  on  due  proof  beins:  made  that  the 
.  said  petition  has  been  signed  and  that  the  advertisements 
have  been  set  up  and  published  according  to  law,  on 
which  the  judgment  of  said  court  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive, is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  nominate 
and  appoint  five  judicious  and  reputable  freeholders,  resi- 
dents of  such  county,  who  shall  constitute  a  board  of 
commissioners,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  park  com- 
missioners of  the  county  in  and  for  which  such  commis-

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sioners  shall  be  appointed;  jyrovkhd^  nevertheless^  that  ifproriio. 
the  judge  of  said  court  shall  not  be  present  at  the  time 
and  place  for  which  notice  of  said  application  shall  have 
been  given,  the  matter  shall  be  continued,  of  course,  until 
the  next  court  day,  when  such  judge  shall  be  present;

And  be  it  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
attorney-general,  at  the  relation  of  any  freeholder  of  such 
county,  to  file  a  complaint  in  the  circuit  court  of  such 
county  against  any  or  all  of  said  park  commissioners, 
charging  them,  or  either  of  them,  with  neelect  of  duty, 
incompetency  or  misconduct  in  office,  and  thereupon  the 
said  circuit  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  the  premises, 
and  may  order  the  person  or  persons  complained  against 
to  appear  on  a  certain  day  and  answer  such  complaint, 
which  order  shall  be  served  in  such  manner  as  the  judge 
of  said  court  shall  direct,  at  least  two  days  before  the 
return-day  thereof,  and  thereupon  the  said  court  shall 
proceed  to  hear  and  determine  the  said  matter  in  a  sum- 
mary manner,  and  the  person  or  persons  adjudged  guilty 
by  said  court  shall  be  forthwith  removed  from  said  office 
of  park  commissioner.

7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
park  commissioners  to  select  suitable  sites  for  one  or 
more  public  parks  in  their  county ;  to  ascertain  from  the 
owners  of  the  land  so  selected  the  price  or  prices  at 
which  the  same  can  be  purchased ;  to  cause  such  lands 
to  be  surveyed,  and  careful  estimates  to  be  made  by  com- 
petent persons  of  the  probable  cost  of  improving  such 
lands  and  making  the  same  fit  and  serviceable  for  public 
park  purposes ;  and  also  of  the  probable  annual  expense 
of  maintaining  and  keeping  the  same  in  order;  and 
thereupon  they  shall  make  a  report  in  writing,  describing 
the  location  of  the  site  or  sites  selected,  the  extent  of 
each  in  acres,  the  price  or  prices  for  which  the  same  may 
be  purchased,  the  estimated  probable  expense  of  improv- 
ing the  same,  and  also  the  estimated  annual  expense  of 
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maintaining  and  keeping  the  same  in  order,  which  report 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in 
and  for  which  said  commissioners  were  appointed ;  they 
shall  also  canse  a  copy  of  said  report  to  be  published  in 
at  least  five  newspapers  published  and  circulating  in  said 
county,  at  least  once  a  week  for  three  weeks  successively; 
they  shall  also  appoint  a  time  and  place  when  and  where 
they  will  meet,  and  in  connection  with  said  report  pub- 
lish notices  of  such  proposed  meeting,  at  which  meeting 
all  persons  who  are  taxpayers  in  said  county  and  in  said 
matter  may  appear  and  shall  have  a  right  to  be  heard 
before  said  commissioners,  and  said  commissioners  shall 
make  at  least  two  adjournments  of  said  meeting  for  inter- 
vals of  at  least  two  weeks,  and  give  public  notice  of  such 
adjourned  meetings,  which  notices  shall  be  published  in 
the  same  newspapers  in  which  the  original  notice  shall 
have  been  published,  at  which  adjourned  meetings  all

value  of   all   the   property,  real  and   personal,  in   said

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ProTito.  vided  further^  that  the  entire  annual  expense  of  keeping 

in  order,  regulating  and  maintaining  said  park  or  parks, 
including  the  annual  interest  on  bonds  to  be  issued  for 
the  cost  of  such  park  or  parks  and  the  improvement 
thereof,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  not  exceed  one 
mill  on  the  dollar  of  the  assessed  value  of  all  property,  real 
and  personal,  in  said  county  liable  to  taxation  for  county 
purposes. 

9.  Atf'f  he  it  cnartnl^  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  such  lands  and  the  improve- 
ment thereof  as  aforesaid,  the  said  park  commissioners 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  written  requisition  on  the 
board  of  chosen  freeholders  of  the  county  for  the  amount 
required,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board 
of  chosen  freeholders  to  issue  bonds  of  the  denomination 
of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  payable  in  thirty  years 
from  the  date  thereof,  to  be  known  as  county  park  bonds 
of  such  county,  but  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  bonds 
shall  never  exceed  one  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value 
of  all  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  in  such  county, 
which  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and 
may  be  registered  or  coupon  bonds ;  they  shall  be  adver- 
tised for  sale  by  notices  published  in  at  least  five  news- 
papers circulating  in  said  county,  and  sold  to  the  highest 
bidder,  but  for  not  less  than  the  par  value  thereof;  the

That  no  refreshments  of  any  kind  Refreshments 
shall  be  sold  or  partaken  of  within  said  park  or  parks,  Slrecuon  of pai 
except  at  such  place  or  places  and  in  such  manner  as  said  *=°"*"*"'®"*^"- 
park  commissioners  shall  prescribe,  and  by  such  person 

or  persons  as  shall  be  designated  and  permitted  to  sell 
refreshments  by  said  park  commissioners. 

19.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  said  park  or  parks  shall  be  when  park 
closed  from  sunset  in  the  evening  until  sunrise  in  the 
morning,  for  the  use  of  the  public,  except  on  such  occa- 

rions  as  the  park  commissioners  may  permit. 

20.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  penalty  for 
any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  hereinbefore  prescribed,  ^*''"*^^"^**- 
or  any  of  the  rules  and  regiflations  to  be  prescribed  by 
the  said  park  commissioners,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
flisorderly  conduct,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  con- 
stable, and  lawful  for  any  other  person,  to  apprehend, 
without  warrant  or  process,  any  person  found  violating 
»nv  of  the  said  rules  and  resrulations,  and  to  take  him  or 
ber  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  police  justice  of  the 
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county,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  justice  to  take 
the  testimony  of  witnesses,  hear  and  determine  the  mat- 
ter, and  if  the  person  charged  be  found  guilty,  he  or  she 
shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  fine  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not 
exceeding  ten  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  such  jus- 
tice, and  all  fines  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  paid  over  by  such  justice  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  board  of  park  commissioners,  to  be  applied  to  the 
maintenance  of  such  park*or  parks.

in   the   discharge   of   his    duties    in    said    department, 
to  perform  the  duties  assigned  to  him,  or  who  shall  be 
found  to  be  disqualified,  physically  or  mentally,  for  the 
performance  of  his  duties  in  such  department,  when  such 
disqualification  has  been  induced  and  caused  through  the 
discharge  of  or  attempt  to  discharge  said  duties  (or  who,

1.  Be  it  bnacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  all  the  property  of  any  rail- Railroad  and 
road  or  canal  company  not  used  for  railroad  or  canal  pur-howt£!2r'*'^' 
poses  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  by  the  same  assessors  JJ^^®°  ^®*"*  *® 
and  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  rate  as  the  tax- 
able property  of  other  owners  in  the  same  municipal 
division  or  taxing  district ;  all  other  property  of  any  rail- 
road or  canal  company  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  as 
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hereinafter  directed ;  the  tax  imposed  by  this  act  shall  k 
in  lieu  of  all  other  taxation  upon  the  property  subject  to 
taxation  under  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  in  all  case* 
where  the  real  estate,  tangible  personal  property  and 
franchise  of  any  company  are  assessed  and  taxed  under 
this  act,  the  shares  of  stock  and  the  bQuds  and  certificates 
of  indebtedness  of  such  company  shall  not  be  taxea  in 
the  hands  of  the  shareholders,  bondholders  or  creditors, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

2.  And  he  it  enacted,  That  all  property  of  any  railroad 
and  ot  any  canal  company  used  for  railroad  or  canal  pur- 
poses shall  be  assessed  by  a  state  board  of  assessors,  which 
shall  consist  of  four  members  and  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate  ;  not  more  than  two  shall  be  members  of  the  same 
political  party ;  and  no  person  shall  be  qualified  or  author- 
ized to  act  as  a  member  of  said  board  unless  his  appoint- 
ment shall  have  been  confirmed  by  the  senate ;  their 
term  of  oflice  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of 
May ;  the  assessors  first  appointed  shall  be  appointed  to 
hold  oflice  respectively  for  one,  two,  three  and  four 
years,  and  until  the  appointment  of  a  successor ;  all  sub- 
sequent appointments  shall  be  for  a  term  of  four  years 
and  until  the  appointment  of  a  successor;  vacancies  shall

The  term  "main  stem"  of  each  railroad  and  of  each  Term,  defined, 
canal  company,  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  be  held  to  in- 
clude the  road-bed  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in 
width,  with  its  rails  and  sleepers,  depot  buildings  used 
for  passengers  connected  therewith;  the  term  "water- 
way" shall  be  held  to  include  the  towing-path  and 
benne-bank;  the  term  "taxing  district"  shall  be  held  to 
designate  any  municipality,  city,  township,  borough,  in- 
corporated town  or  village  having  power  to  assess  and 
levy  taxes,  through  which  any  road  or  canal  may  run ; 
the  term  "tangible  personal  property  "  shall  be  held  to 
include  the  rolling-stock,  cars,  locomotives,  ferry-boats, 
all  machinery,  tools,  other  tangible,  personal  property  of 
any  railroad  company,  and  the  floating,  movable  and

An  Act  to  establish  the  use  of  local  indexes  for  public 
records  relating  to  land  in  certain  counties  in  this  state. 

Wherbas,  The  records  relating  to  lands  in  the  public  Preamble. 
land  record  offices  of  the  larger  counties  in  population 
in  this  state  are  increasing  to  such  an  extent  as  to  cause 
great  accumulations  of  names  in  the  indexes  thereof 
now  in  use,  and  practically  render  such  indexes  unser- 
viceable as  a  means  of  giving  to  the  public  due  legaT 
notice  of  the  instruments  oi  record;  and  whereas^  a 
record  index  ought  to  be  so  simple  that  any  one  con- 
sulting it  can  at  once  be  referred  to  every  instrument 
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afiecting  the  property  under  investigation ;  and  whereaSy 
local  indexes  based  on  the  division  of  a  county  into 
blocks  or  small  areas,  and  the  entering  thereon  in 
chronological  order  the  names  of  parties  to  and  dates 
of  record  of  all  instruments,  affecting  such  area  in  an 
allotted  portion  of  such  indexes,  is  deemed  the  most 
practical  index  of  land  transfers;  and  lohereaSy  Quch 
indexes  can  be  established  in  use  in  the  several  coupties

18.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  for  the  purpose  of  procur- 
ing and  preparing  the  maps  and  indexes  directed  by  this 
act  to  be  procured  and  prepared,  and  putting  the  same  in 
use  and  otherwise  carrying  out  the  directions  and  intent 
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of  this  act,  said  commissioners,  in  the  name  of  the  board 
of  chosen  freeholders  of  the  county  for  which  they  shall 
be  appointed,  may  hire  rooms,  purchase  stationery  and 
material  and  employ  such  surveyors,  draughtsmen  or 
other  persons  as  they  may  require  for  such  purpose ;  and 
the  compensation  for  such  labor  and  the  cost  of  room,  co«t,  bow  paid, 
materials  and  work  shall  from  time  to  time  be  certified 
by  them  to  the  circuit  court  of  such  county,  and  the  judge 
of  such  court,  if  satisfied  of  the  correctness  of  such 
expenditures,  shall  order  the  payment  thereof  by  the 
board  of  chosen  freeholders  of  such  county,  who  shall

to  the  committee  on  corporations  of  the  house  of  assembly, 
three  hundred  dollars;  the  clerk  to  the  committee  on 
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judiciary  of  the  house  of  assembly,  three  hundred  dollars; 
the  clerk  to  the  committee  on  railroads  and  canals  of  the 
house  of  assembly,  three  hundred  dollars. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately.

CHAPTER  CCXX\^ 

An  Act  concerning  cities  of  the  third  class. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of

tion and  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  military 
order  of  the  loyal  legion  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  to  exceed 
thirty  davs  or  a  tine  not  to  exceed  twenty  dollars,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

And  be  it  enacted^  That  every  person  who  manufactures 
for  sale,  or  offers  for  sale,  any  vinegar  found  upon  proper 
tests  to  contain  any  preparation  of  lead,  copper,  sulphuric 
acid  or  other  ingredient  injurious  to  health,  shall  for  each 
such  oiFense  be  punishable  by  fine  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars.

ways,  easements  or  servitudes  in  or  upon  the  said  lands, 
or  any  parts  thereof,  and  to  acquire  and  extinguish  the 
same.

in  the  first  place,  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  survey  of  • 

such  road  and  a  map  thereof  showing  the  termini  and 

route  of  said  road,  including  the  courses  and  distances 

and  the  various  improvements  thrpugh  which  the  same 

vpiU  pass,  and  also  the  names  of  the  several  owners  of 

lands  proposed  to  be  taken  therefor,  so  far  as  the  same 

can  be  conveniently  ascertained,  and  showing  the  width 

of  Buch  road,  which  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  feet  in 

width,  and  after  the  completion  of  such  survey  and  map.  Map  and  survey 

it  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  board, 

for  public  inspection ;  'provided^  that  in  making  the  survey  Provuo. 

and  map  of  the  same,  said  board  or  their  agents  may  use 

all  the  surveys  and  maps  that  now  are  or  may  hereafter 

be  recorded  or  filed  in  any  public  office  of  -such  county, 

or  in  any  public  office  in  any  city,  town  or  township  in 

such  county,  to  which  surveys  and  maps  they  shall  at  all 

reasonable  times  have  free  access ;  provided,  the  same  shall  p«>vUo.

1.  Be  it  enacted  bi/  the  Seriate  and  General  Assembly/  of 
ike  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  when,  owing  to  an  unusual  when  lawfuifo* 
storm  or  unforeseen  emergency,  any  township  of  this  state  Sittee^?w' 
shall  heretofore  have  been  or  hereafter  shall  be  obliged  5SfrayM*p^Me 
to  incur  expense  in  the  opening  and  clearing  out  of  thej{^^f|^°»°«*»^' 
roads  or  any  of  them  of  such  township,  and  there  are  no  roads. 
moneys  belonging  to  such  township  on  hand  or  available 
for  deft^yinff  the  expense  of  such  opening  and  clearing 
put,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  township  committee  of  such 
township  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  the  collec- 
tion of  a  special  tax  hereby  authorized  to  be  levied  and 
collected,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expense  of 
such  opening  and  clearing  out,  and  to  give  promissory 
notes  or  other  obligations  bearing  legal  rates  of  interest 
for  the  money  so  borrowed ;  and  such  loans  may  be  made 
for  such  time  as  the  township  committee  shall  deem  rea- 
sonable and  prudent,  and  may  be  re-issued  from  time  to 
time,  until  such  special  tax  shall  be  received  by  the  town- 
ship collector ;  and  when  so  received,  such  tax  shall  be 
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forthwith  set  apart  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  such 
loans. 
Money  borrowed  2.  And  be  it  mocted^  That  when  the  township  committee 
SSSon.*"^  of  any  township  within  this  state  shall  have  borrowed 
heretofore,  or  hereafter  shall  borrow  any  money  for  any 
of  the  purposes  specified  in  the  first  section  hereof,  then 
and  in  that  case  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  town- 
ship committee,  in  its  discretion  and  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  members  thereof,  to  order  and  cause  the  sum  or 
sums  of  money  so  borrowed  to  be  levied,  assessed  and 
collected  as  a  tax  upon  the  real  and  personal  property 
within  such  township  liable  to  taxation  therein,  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  taxes  within  such  township  are  or 
may  be  levied,  assessed  and  collected ;  and  the  said  real 
and  personal  property  is  hereby  made  liable  to  the  levy, 
assessment  and  collection  of  said  tax;  which  said  tax, 
when  so  as  aforesaid  ordered  to  be  assessed,  levied  and 
collected,  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  other 
taxes  which  any  such  township  committee  now  is  or  here- 
*  after  may  be  authorized  to  impose,  levy,  assess  and  collect.

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CHAPTER  CCXCL 

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "A  further  supplement 
to  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  ascertain  the  rights  of  the 
state  and  the  riparian  owners  in  the  lands  lying  under 
the  waters  of  the  bay  of  New  York  and  elsewhere  in 
this  state/"  approved  April  eleventh,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-four,  which  supplement  was 
approved  April  fifth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-five.

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  the  riparian  commissioners  CommLssioners 
may  and  shall,  at  the  request  of  shore-owners,  extend  3*o^eS^.2?* 
their  surveys  over  the  tide- waters  of  this  state  and  prepare  ©wSd^SSer. 
maps  and  have  the  same  filed  as  now  provided  by  the  act 
to  which  this  is  a  supplement  and  the  supplements  thereto; 
and  to  provide  the  necessary  means  to  pay  the  expenses  How  emnM 
incurred  by  them  in  this  work  they  may  retain  and^*"^      **'* 
expend  for  this  purpose  from  the  riparian  fund,  before 
any  portion  thereof  is  transferred  to  the  school  fund  for 
permanent  investment,  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  the  aggre- 
gate five  per  centum  of  the  amount  named  in  the  grants 
made  to  riparian  owners,  and  they  may  ftirther  retain 
and  disburse  from  the  said  fund  the  necessary  sum  to  pay 
the  salaries  of  the  commissioners  and  the  expenses  incur- 
red in  the  prosecution  of  their  work  as  now  provided  by 
law,  rendering  in  their  annual  report  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  amounts  so  retained  and  disbursed ;  provided^  that  Prorbo. 
when  in  any  year  the  grants  made  by  the  commissioners 
shall  not  amount  (after  deducting  the  above  specified  five 
per  cent.)  to  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  the  said  salaries  and 
expenses,  such  salaries  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  from 
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the  state  treasury,  and  be  returned  thereto  by  the  said 
commissioners  from  the  proceeds  of  the  first  subsequent 
grants  thereafter  made. 

2.  And  he  it  ena^Hed,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately.

CHAPTER  CCXCIL 

An  act  to  authorize  the  enlarging  of  and  the  building  of 
extensions  to  the  county  court-house  or  like  public 
buildings  in  any  of  the  several  counties  of  this  state  in 
certain  cases. 

1.  Be  it  bnacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of

lands  and  real  estate,  and  any  and  all  record  or  records, 
a8sia:nnient  or  assignments  thereof,  shall  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  valid,  and  are  confirmed,  in  all 
thing!*,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  establish  and  con- 
firmthe  lien  of  said  taxes  and  assessments,  and  of  such 
certificate  or  certificates,  declaration  or  declarations,  upon 
said  lands  and  real  estate,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the

every  particular,  as  if  the  law  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment had  not  been  passed ;  provided^  that  any  mortfj',agee  Proviso. 
whose  mortgage  has  been  heretofore  duly  registered,  and 
who  is  now  entitled  to  avail  himself  of  any  illegality  in 
any  tax  or  tax  sale,  may,  at  any  time  within  six  months 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  redeem  from  any  such  sale 
upon  paying  the  amount  of  the  tax  with  interest  and 
costs  of  the  sale.

sach  further  time  as  the  council  shall  grant;  thereupon 
the  said  clerk  shall  cause  .a  notice  of  the  filing  of  said 
map  and  report  to  be  printed  in  the  official  newspaper  of 
the  town,  or,  if  there  be  none,  in  a  newspaper  published 
in  the  county  and  circulating  in  the  town,  for  the  period  of 
two  weeks,  which  notice  shall  contain  a  general  descrip- 
tion of  the  improvement  intended,  of  the   land  to  be 
taken,  and  of  the  land  to  be  assessed  therefor,  and  shall 
state  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  the  council 
will  meet  to  hear  and  consider  any  objections  to  said  re- 
port or  to  the  improvement,  which  may  be  presented  in 
writing ;  said  clerk  shall  also,  within  said  period,  cause 
notices  to  the  same  effect  to  be  posted  at  points  not  over 
three  hundred  feet  apart  along  the  whole  line  of  said  im- 
provement ;  the  time  appointed  for  hearing  such  objec- 
tions being  not  less  than  ten  days  after  the  expiration  of

thereof  remaiuing  unpaid,  with  the  interest  thereon,  and

telephonic  communications;  in  case  such  common  council, 
township  committee,  or  other  legislative  body  shall  not,

Joint  Kesolution  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mission to  locate  and  mark  out  the  boundary  line 
between  the  state  of  New  Jersey  and  the  state  of  New 
York,  in  the  Hudson  river,  New  York  bay,  Kill  Von 
Kull  and  Arthur  Kill  or  Staten  Island  sounds. 

Whbrbas,  Disputes  are  likely  to  arise  between  citizens 
of  this  state  and  citizens  of  the  state  of  New  York  as 
to  the  true  location  of  the  boundary  line  between  the 
two  states  in  lands  under  water  in  the  Hudson  river, 
New  York  bay,  Kill  Von  Kull  and  Arthur  Kill  or 
Staten  Island  sounds ;  and  whereas^  by  reason  of  the 
absence  of  any  means  to  locate  the  boundary  line  in 
the  above-named  waters,  an  uncertainty  exists  about 
the  true  location  thereof  between  the  state  of  New 
Jersey  and  the  state  of  New  York,  as  defined  in  the 
act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  settlement  of  the  territo- 
rial limits  and  jurisdiction  between  the  states  of  New 
Jersey  and  New  York,"  passed  the  sixth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three; 
now,  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  rbsolvbd  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  the  governor  of  this  state 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  three  commis- 
sioners, with  power  on  the  part  of  the  state  to  meet  any 
authorities  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and  with  them 
locate  and  mark  out,  by  reference  to  permanent  land- 
marks, monuments  or  buoys,  the  boundary  line  between 
the  two  states  in  lands  under  water  in  the  Hudson  river. 
New  York  bay,.  Kill  Von  Kull  sound  and  Arthur  Kill  or 
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Staten  Island  sound ;  that  the  expenses  of  said  commis- 
sion shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  on  the  warrant  of  the 
comptroller,  after  being  first  approved  by  the  ffovemor.

Joint  Resolution  to  congress,  asking  the  appropriation 
of  funds  to  defray  the  expenses  of  an  international  con- 
gress to  provide  for  a  uniform  system  of  saving  the 
lives  of  shipwrecked  mariners. 

Whereas,  The  life-saving  service  of  the  United  States, 
under  its  present  efficient  management,  has  well-nigh 
approached  perfection  ;  and  whereas^  the  crews  of  many 
vessels  from  foreign  ports,  by  reason  of  diversity  of 
language,   do    not    understand    the    present    system, 
thereby  causing  loss  of  life  when  the  means  of  rescue 
are  within  their  reach ;  therefore, 
1.   Be  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  our  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives in  congress  be  respectfully  requested  to  use 
their  influence  for  and  urge  the  passage  of  a  bill  making 
such  appropriation  as  will  defray  the  expense  of  an  in- 
ternational congress,  the  object  being  to  adopt  a  uniform 
system  which  will  be  understood  by  the  sailors  of  all 
nations,  and  thus  perfect  the  means  of  saving  life. 
-   2.  And  be  it  resolved^  That  the  governor  of  this  state 
be  requested  to  transmit  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  each 
of  our  senators  and  representatives  in  congress.

Joint  BeBolution  requesting  congress  to  make  an  appro- 
priation for  the  removal  of  Smith's,  or  Windmill  island, 
from  the  Delaware  river. 

Whbrbas,  The  navigation  of  the  Delaware  river  between 
the  cities  of  Camaen,  in  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  and 
Philadelphia,  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  is  impeded 
and  obstructed  by  the  island  known  as  Smith's  island, 
or  Windmill  island,  located  near  the  center  of  said 
river,  to  the  great  loss,  inconvenience  and  damage  to 
the  citizens  of  this  state,  and  of  the  state  of  Pennsyl- 
vania; therefore, 

1.  Be  it  rbsolvbd  by  the  Senate  and  Oeneral  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  the  senators  and  representa- 
tives in  congress  from  this  state  are  earnestly  requested 
to  support  and  use  their  influence  with  the  present  con- 
gress lor  an  appropriation  of  sufficient  money  to  defray 
die  expense  of  an  examination  of  the  islands  in  the  Del- 
aware river,  between  the  cities  of  Philadelphia  and  Cam- 
den, with  a  view  to  the  removal  of  said  islands,  which 
not  only  impede  and  obstruct  the  navigation  of  said  river, 
but  are  the  occasion  of  great  loss,  inconvenience  and 
damage  to  the  citizens  of  this  state  and  of  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania. 

2.  And  be  it  resolved^  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  the  senators  and  representatives  in  congress 
from  New  Jersey,  by  the  secretary  of  state.

Joint  Resolution  in  reference  to  the  closing  of  the  first 
one  hundred  years  of  constitutional  government  in  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Whbrbas,  The  thirtieth  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-iiine,  will  close  the  first  century  of 
constitutional  government,  being  the  centennial  of  the 
day  when  George  Washington,  the  first  president  elected 
by  the  people  of  this  country,  in  the  presence  of  the 
first  senate  and  house  of  representatives  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  a  vast  assemblage  of  the  people  in  front 
of  Federal  hall,  in  Wall  street,  in  the  city  of  !N'ew  York, 
took  the  solemn  oath  of  office  to  support  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  and  to  administer  the  govern- 
ment in  the  sacred  interests  of  the  people  and  of  the 
Union;  and  whereas,  the  test  of  one  hundred  years, 
under  every  variety  of  circumstances  incident  to  the 
experiment  of  a  government  formed  and  administered 
by  the  people,  has  removed  all  doubts  as  to  its  success, 
and  verified  the  most  sanguine  hopes  of  the  friends  ot 
liberty,  and  its  existence  has  been  sustained  by  the 
moral  force  of  its  people,  so  that  it  now  commands  the 
admiration  of  the  civilized  world,  and  as  this  event  is 
the  culmination  of  those  that  have  preceded  it,  in  camp, 
upon  the  field  and  in  the  halls  of  legislation ;  and  whereas^ 
the  people  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey  will  cordially  aid 
and  cooi»erate  in  making  the  memory  of  the  day  a 
worthy  conclusion  of  the  series  of  centennial  celebra- 
tions held  in  commemoration  of  these  important  events 
in  the  history  of  the  country ;  and  whereas,  the  people 
of  New  Jersey  are  in  sympathy  with  the  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Tennessee,  at 
a  recent  session,  and  with  the  sentiment  expressed  by 
the  citizens  of  New  York  city,  in  public  meeting,  on 
the  tenth  of  November  last ;  now,  therefore. 
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1.  Be  it  rbsolvbd  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  the  congress  of  the  United 
States  be  requested,  as  a  mark  of  ^ratitade  and  respect 
to  the  men  who  founded  this  republic,  to  erect  a  monu- 
ment in  Fairmount  park,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
ivhere  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  declaration  of 
American  independence  was  celebrated  and  officially 
participated  in  by  all  nations,  to  signalize  and  perpetuate 
that  event  in  the  world's  history,  the  monument  to  bear 
tbe  names  of  the  signers  of  the  declaration  of  independ- 
ence, the  names  of  the  framers  of  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  also  the  names  of  the  representatives 
of  foreign  governments  to  the  centennial  celebration  of 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-six,  who  gave 
to  this  country  as  perpetual  souvenirs,  to  be  preserved  in 
the  Smithsonian  institute,  the  exhibits  of  their  various 
governments  at  the  centennial. 

And  whereas,  It  is  important  that  the  original  thirteen 
states  who  laid  the  foundation  of  our  government 
should  take  the  initiative  in  preserving  the  recollection 
of  historical  events ;  therefore, 

2.  Be  it  resolved,  That  the  governor  of  this  state  be 
requested  to  forward  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the 
executives  of  each  of  the  states,  and  request  them  to  be 
present  in  person  or  by  delegate,  and  that  a  day  be 
mutually  agreed  upon  to  meet  the  citizens  of  New  York 
for  the  pur^jose  of  memorializing  .congress  on  this  sub- 
ject.

Joint  Resolutioii  relative  to  the  preservation  of  fish  in 
the  waters  and  seas  in  and  contiguous  and  near  to  the 
state  of  New  Jersey,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States. 

Whereas,  Serious  complaints  have  been,  and  are  being 
made  that  numerous  persons  and  parties  have  been, 
and  are,  by  various  modes  and  devices,  at  all  available 
seasons  of  the  year,  gathering  and  destroying  unusually 
large  quantities  of  menhaden  and  other  fish  in  waters 
and  seas  in  and  contiguous  and  near  to  the  territory  of 
the  state  of  New  Jersey,  and  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States,  and  persist  so  to  continue  to  gather 
and  destroy  such  kinds  of  fish  under  the  pretense  of 
pursuing  therein  a  legitimate  and  lawful  occupation  of 
using  the  same  and  the  products  thereof  for  manufac- 
turing and  various  purposes  other  than  for  food ;  and 
whereas^  serious  complaints  have  been  and  are  made, 
that  such  gathering  and  destruction  of  fish,  if  so  con- 
tinued, will  work  a  material  injury  to  and  diminution 
of  fish  useful  and  necessary  for  food  in  said  waters  and 
seas,  to  the  great  injury  of  the  residents  and  citizens  of 
the  state  of  New  Jersev,  and  detrimental  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  same ;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  three  proper  and  fit  per- 
sons be  appointed  by  the  senate  and  general  assembly 
in  joint  meeting  assembled,  to  ascertain  as  far  as  possible 
the  facts  pertinent  to  such  complaints,  and  suggest  such 
remedy  as  they  may  deem  advisable  in  the  premises ;  and 
make  their  report  in  writing  to  the  present  or  next 
legislature  of  this  state,  and  also  to  our  senators  and  con- 
gressmen during  the  present  session  of  congress,  for 
weir  consideration  and  use. 

2.  And  be  it  resolved^  That  the  compensation  and  ex- 
penses of  the  three  persons  so  appointed  shall  be  paid  to 
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tiiem  by  the  treasurer  of  this  state  out  of  any  moneys  in 
t;lxe  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  but  the  same 
sl3.all  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  in  the  aggregate.

J^oint  Resolution  to  equalize  the  right  of  fishing  in  the 
navigable  waters  of  the  United  States  which  border  on 
any  state  or  territory. 

^Whereas,  A  bill  has  been  introduced  by  Congressman 
Hires  in  the  house  of  representatives  of  the  United 
States,  known  as  house  bill  1651,  to  equalize  the  right 
of  fishing  in  the  navigable  waters  of  the  United  States 
which  border  on  any  state  or  territory ;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey ^  That  our  senators  and  representa- 
tives in  congress  be  respectfiilly  requested  to  use  th«ir 
influence  for  and  urge  the  passage  of  the  said  bill  intro- 
duced to  equalize  the  right  of  fishing  in  the  navigable 
waters  of  the  United  States  which  border  on  any  state  or 
territory. 

2.  And  be  it  resolved^  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
sent  to  each  of  our  senators  and  representatives.

Joint  Resolution  to  congress  urging  the  enactment  of  a 
law  providing  for  the  relief  of  persons  who  lose  their 
lives  or  become  disabled  in  the  life-saving  service  of 
the  United  States. 

Whereas,  Persons  connected  with  the  life-saving  service 
have   lost   their   lives   in   trying  to   rescue  the    ship- 
wrecked, some  have  died  while  patrolling  the  coast, 
others  have  be^n  disabled  by  injuries  received  in  the 
line  of  duty,  and  many  more,  by  continued  exposure 
to  the  rigors  of  the  service,  have  become  physically 
unable  to  pass  the  rigid  examinations  required;  and 
whereas^  no  provision  has  been  made  for  the  relief  of 
the  injured  for  a  longer  period  than  two  years,  thus 
leaving  disabled  keepers  and  surfinen,  as  well  as  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  those  whose  lives  have  been 
sacrificed,  without  the  means  of  support  to  which  their 
courage  entitles  them ;  therefore, 
1.  Be  it  resolved  6y  the  Senate  and  OeMval  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersej/,  That  the  senators  and  reprenta- 
tives  from  this  state  in  the  congress  now  assembled,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  requested,  and  respectfully  thousrh 
earnestly  urged  to  use  their  influence  in  favor  of  tne 
enactment  of  a  law  to  provide  the  necessary  funds  to  pay 
all  persons  who  have  been,  now  are,  or  may  hereafter  be 
connected  with  the  life-saving  service,  from  and  after 
their  retirement  from  the  service,  and  to  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  those  whose  lives  have  been  or  may  be  sacrificed, 
a  yearly  pension  or  allowance  equal  to  at  least  one-half 
the  amount  of  salary  of  such  persons,  respectively,  for 
active  service,  whether  such  retirement  has  resulted  or 
may  result  from  death,  injury  received  or  disability  on 
account  of  advanced  age ;  said  relief  to  continue  during 
the  natural  life  of  said  persons  and  their  widows,  and  to 
their  orphan  children  until  the  youngest  shall  arrive  at 
the  age  of  sixteen  years ;  and  also  such  other  measures 
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aa  may  be  now  pending  in  congress  for  the  relief  of  the 
persons  engagea  in  said  service. 

2.  And  be  it  resolved^  That  his  excellency  the  governor 
of  this  state  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  forward  a 
copy  of  these  resolutions  to  each  of  the  senators  and 
representatives  in  congress  of  this  state,  one  to  the  gen- 
eral superintendent  of  the  life-saving  service,  and  one  to 
the  superintendent  of  the  fourth  life-saving  district.

Joint  Resolution  relative  to  the  battle-flags  of  the  New 

Jersey  volunteer  regiments. 

1.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey ^  That  the  treasurer  of  this  state 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  refit  and 
render  fire-proof  the  room  in  the  state-house  now  occu- 
pied by  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  and  that 
the  adjutant-general  be  directed  to  place  the  battle-flaffs 
of  the  New  Jersey  volunteer  regiments  in  a  glass  case  m 
this  room,  and  that  he  be  directed  not  to  allow  them  to 
be  touched  or  to  be  taken  from  this  fire-proof  room  by 
any  one's  order  under  any  circumstances  whatever,  but 
to  have  the  room  open  at  all  proper  times  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  public. 

2.  And  be  it  resolved^  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  or 
joint  resolutions  inconsistent  with  this  joint  resolution  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

3.  And  be  it  resolved^  That  this  joint  resolution  shall 
take  effect  immediately.

Whereas,  The  late  Honorable  Joel  Parker  was  honor- 
ably conspicuous  and  eminently  useful  during  a  quar- 
ter of  a  century,  in  the  administration  of  our  afiairs  of

A  Joint  Resolution  concerning  a  committee  to  inquire 
into  the  management  of  the  state  asylum  for  the  insane 
at  Morristown,  N.  J. 

1.  Be  it  resglvbd  by  the  Senate  and  Oeneral  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  the  joint  committee  ap- 
pointed under  a  concurrent  resolution  adopted  February 
21,  1888,  to  inquire  into  the  government,  management 
and  discipline  of  the  state  asylum  for  the  insane  at  Mor- 
ristown, S".  J.,  shall  be  authorized  to  sit  during  the  recess 
of  the  legislature,  and  shall  have  power  to  summon  and 
compel  the  attendance  before  them  of  such  persons  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper  to  testify,  and  any 
member  of  said  committee  may  administer  an  oath  to 
any  person  so  summoned,  and  the  persons  testifying  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  like  witness  fees  and  mileage  as 
are  now  allowed  to  persons  summoned  to  testify  in  the 
courts  of  this  state ;  the  said  committee  shall  have  power 
to  employ  a  stenographer  and  messenger  and  to  fix  their 
compensation,  which  compensation,  together  with  the 
fees  and  mileage  of  witnesses  and  such  other  necessary 
expenses  as  shall  be  incurred  by  the  committee  in  the 
pursuit  of  their  inquiry,  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer 
on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller  when  duly  approved 
and  certified  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee.

Ex-Governor  Joel  Parker  died  suddenly  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  on  the  morning  of  January  2,  1888. 

The  eminent  servieeB  rendered  by  him  to  his  native 
state,  his  selection  to  the  prominent  and  important  posi- 
tions vehich  he  filled,  his  pure  patriotism,  unyielding  in- 
tegrity and  conspicuous  fidelity  to  every  trust,  render  it 
fitting  that  more  than  ordinary  respect  be  paid  to  his- 
memory. 

That  he  was  her  only  citizen  who  has  been  twice 
elected  governor  of  the  state  by  the  people,  identified 
with  the  military  as  a  major-general,  once  occupying  the 
position  of  attorney-general,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death 
a  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  are  evidences  of  the  re- 
spect, esteem  and  confidence  of  the  people  which  he 
secured  and  to  the  last  enjoyed. 

He  administered  the  affairs  of  state  during  some  of  the 
most  trying  times  of  the  late  war  with  ability,  firmness 
and  prudence,  complying  with  every  requirement,  and 
true  and  loyal  to  the  integrity  of  the  union  and  the  gov- 
ernment, yet  always  maintaining  the  rights  and  dignity 
of  the  state  and  its  institutions.  His  foresight  established 
a  method  for  the  settlement  of  the  war  debt  without 
burden  to  the  people.  His  every  act  as  her  chief  magis- 
trate was  dictated  by  anxious  desire  for  her  interests  and 
prosperity.
